We were together with the fraternal Korean people in its struggle 
against the aggression of United States imperialism, helped overcome the 
destructive consequences of that aggression. Our countries have built and 
continue building a socialist society in close cooperation. 

Twenty-three years ago, a Treaty of Friendship, Cooperation and 
Mutual Assistance was signed here in the Moscow Kremlin. It has become 
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a reliable foundation for the development of Soviet-Korean relations, an 
important factor of peace and security in the Far East. 

The Korean working people guided by the Workers’ Party of Korea, 
its Central Committee with Comrade Kim II Sung at its head, have 
scored major successes in building socialism. The Republic has now a 
developed industry and highly productive agriculture. The culture and 
well-being of the people are on a rise. The Soviet people are gratified by the 
achievements of the Korean friends. 

It can be stated with a feeling of satisfaction that Soviet-Korean 
relations are developing successfully in the important sections of socialist 
construction. Economic links are growing. Contacts in the field of culture, 
science and education are widening. 

Of course, the possibilities of our cooperation are far from being 
exhausted. It can be further expanded, and not only in the economic field. 
Exchanges of experience in Party and state work and interaction in the 
sphere of international activities are becoming, we believe, ever more 
Important now. 

We attach much importance to the forthcoming talks. They will 
undoubtedly help to raise the Soviet-Korean ties to a new stage. I would 
like to stress here once again that the CPSU Central Committee and the 
Soviet Government will continue exerting efforts to consolidate our 
cooperation on the basis of the principles of Marxism-Leninism and 
socialist internationalism. 

Comrades, the Soviet people well know and understand the funda- 
mental national problem for whose solution the Korean people is 
struggling perseveringly. It is the problem of reunifying a country which 
has been split up through the fault of American imperialism. 

The Soviet Union consistently stands for Korea to be reunified by 
peaceful means, on a democratic basis, after the withdrawal of American 
troops from south Korea. This is our firm and invariable position. We 
support the DPRK’s important initiatives which provide for signing a 
peace treaty instead of the existing armistice agreement, adopting a 
declaration on non-aggression between north and south, carrying out 
mutual reductions of armed forces and making the Korean peninsula into 
a nuclear-weapons-free zone. To realize these proposals is substantially to 
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ameliorate the situation in Korea and create favourable conditions for 
productive dialogue between north and south. 

The forces of imperialism and reaction are throwing up additional 
obstacles on the way to a just solution to the Korean question which 
is sufficiently complicated per se. These include the buildup of the US 
armed contingent in the south of Korea and the shows of American 
military might, which have been growing in scope with every passing 
year and which involve combat units of also south Korea and Japan. 
I should say that we are seriously worried by such a dangerous 
seat of military tension close to the state borders of the Soviet 
Union. 

For the imperialists the Asian continent is another, eastern, front 
of struggle against socialist states. The United States has spun a web 
of military bases and strongpoints there and deployed nuclear wea- 
pons. Lying within the range of these weapons is not only the territory 
of the Soviet Union but also the territories of other socialist, and 
not only socialist, states in Asia and the Pacific. It should be recalled 
that it is the Asian continent that has become the first testing range 
where the United States has made combat applications of nuclear 
weapons. 

“Divide and rule” is a traditional method of the colonizers. 
Nowadays the imperialists are continuing to apply the tactics of disuniting 
peoples and setting one country against another. In spite of what appears 
to be instructive experience of the disgraceful collapse of such anti- 
communist alliances as CENTO and SEATO, they are again trying to 
forge militarist axes and triangles like the Washington-Tokyo-Seoul bloc. 
We are against such geopolitics, against all manner of ‘spheres of 
influence” and ‘‘zones of interests”, against closed military groupings 
anywhere and in the Pacific, in particular. The latter belongs to all, 
it can and must become an ocean of peace and good neighbourliness, 
which would bring the peoples close together rather than separate 


them. 
And isn’t the US policy of reviving and strengthening Japanese 


militarism destabilizing the situation in Asia? They in Washington do not 
conceal their intentions to convert Japan into a kind of their “‘unsinkable 
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aircraft carrier’. This is a dangerous game, since Japanese imperialism has 
on more than one occasion now revealed its expansionist’s, colonizer’s 
essence and has on more than one occasion unleashed war. In Tokyo, in 
the meantime, revanchist notes are again being struck and territorial 
claims laid. Attempts to repeat history, and on a more dangerous basis at 
that, in the age of nuclear weapons cannot but make the Asian states 
apprehensive. These attempts do not augur anything good for Japan 


either. 
The peoples of Asia have different histories and different social 


systems, but their basic interests can be brought to a common denomi- 
nator which is the desire for peace and good neighbourly relations, the 
renunciation of the use of force, the settlement of contentious issues and 
conflicts by peaceful means, equality and independence, respect for 
sovereignty and the inviolability of the borders, non-interference in 
domestic affairs, the development of economic and other cooperation on 
the basis of mutual benefit, and an independent free choice of the road of 
social development. On such principles, we are sure, the peoples of Asia 
can find a common language. 

The Soviet Union is consistently in favour of starting an active, 
conscientious search for ways to improve the situation in the Asian 
continent without wasting precious time. As is known, the 26th Congress 
of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union proposed that talks be 
conducted on confidence-building measures in the Far East with all 
interested countries. Implementation of such measures would substan- 
tially help consolidate the foundations of universal peace. 

Well-known are the DPRK’s peace initiatives directed at lessening 
tension in Korea, in the Far East. The world public positively assessed the 
proposal advanced by the Mongolian People’s Republic that a convention 
be concluded on mutual non-aggression and non-use of force in relations 
between states in Asia and the Pacific. We fully approve of the 
constructive stance and peace initiatives of Vietnam, Laos and 
Kampuchea which, courageously opposing attacks from imperialism and 
hegemonism in Southeast Asia, call for mutual understanding and 
normalization of relations between states of the region, for its transfor- 
mation into a zone of peace and stability. The non-aligned movement 
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advances quite a few useful and constructive ideas. 

We think that such a factor as relations between the Soviet Union and 
China is also very essential for the development of the situation in the 
Asian continent. Our country consistently favours their normalization 
and improvement, but, naturally, not at the expense of third countries. 
Progress in Soviet-Chinese relations, the PRC’s participation in the 
people’s struggle to prevent war would, undoubtedly, facilitate the growth 
of the role of socialism in international affairs, consolidation of the 
positions of forces committed to peace. 

Weare far from thinking that Asian problems can be resolved within 
a brief period with the help of single conference or agreement. Still, a 
beginning must be made. As a Korean proverb has it, a journey of one 
thousand ri starts with the first step. 

Esteemed Comrade Kim II Sung, 

Esteemed Korean friends, 

Staying in our country, you were able to see that all the aspirations of 
Soviet people are directed towards peaceful construction. 

In the international arena, our chief efforts are directed at blocking 
the road to imperialism’s extremely dangerous policy, stopping the arms 
race and ensuring a peaceful life for peoples. The Soviet Union does not 
seek military superiority. At the same time, it will never allow that its 
defence capabilities be below the level necessary for repulsing any 
aggression. We will be able to defend our historic accomplishments, our 
state interests, as well as the interests and security of our allies. No one 
should have any doubts about that. 

These are complicated and tense times. And it has never been so 
important that all forces of peace and progress—countries of socialism, 
Communist and Workers’ Parties, national liberation, anti-imperialist 
movements—act in unity and cohesion. 

From the bottom of our hearts we wish the Korean people new big 
achievements in fulfilling the plans of socialist construction, advanced by 
the Workers’ Party of Korea. We wish that the Korean people were united 
into one peaceloving democratic state.

The US imperialists are 
imposing a very dangerous arms race of a new scale in both quantity and 
quality upon Europe and the world. The deployment of sophisticated 
nuclear weapons is taking place in the territories of the Federal Republic 
of Germany where new revanchist forces who try to change the border are 
being revived, and in other West European countries. 

The illegal political pressure, economic sanctions and propaganda 
offensive against socialist countries, and the attempt to meddle in the 
internal affairs and sovereignty of our country are a component of 
Washington’s anti-communist “‘crusade’’. 

A dangerous situation is being created on the Asian continent, too. 
The United States is trying to secure its political and military superiority in 
the Far East, Southeast Asia and the Pacific area. It is particularly 
dangerous that the US imperialists are scheming to bring about a new 
regional war, that they continually expand their influence in south Korea 
and attempt to involve many countries into executing their aggression 
plan in Asia. 

In sucha situation the unity and solidarity of action of all the socialist 
countries and the efforts of non-aligned countries are of particular 
significance in the common struggle against the danger of nuclear war and 
the imperialist policy of confrontation, and for the peaceful and stable life 
for all people. 

Peace is an unalterable, humanitarian goal of socialism.

Esteemed Comrade Erich Honecker, 
Esteemed Party and state leaders of the German Democratic Republic, 
Comrades and friends, 

It gives us great pleasure that while visiting the GDR amid such 
especially warm and friendly hospitality, we again met Comrade Erich 
Honecker, our close friend, after a long interval, and shared an ardent 
feeling of friendship with the brotherly people of the GDR. 

Yesterday citizens of Berlin, despite the foul rainy weather, lined the 
route for many miles and enthusiastically welcomed us. This was an 
impressive scene that showed the traditional relations of friendship 
between the Korean people and the people of the GDR and it was a 
forceful demonstration of the indestructible militant solidarity between 
our two countries. 

Allow us to express our profound thanks to Comrade Erich 
Honecker, the Party and state leaders of the GDR and Berliners for the 
very warm and very hospitable welcome accorded us. 

Availing myself of this opportunity, I would like to convey the 
militant greetings from our Party Central Committee, the Government of 
the DPRK and the Korean people to the Central Committee of the 
Socialist Unity Party of Germany and the Government and people of the 
GDR.

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For this reason, the GDR is making every effort to strengthen the 
socialist community and its economic and military power and consolidate 
its unity and solidarity. 

The GDR regards it as the most important task to maintain peace 
and prevent nuclear holocaust and is ready to unite with all the countries 
which act accordingly. 

The world strategy of the United States which expands its military 
bases and deploys mass destruction nuclear weapons in Western Europe 
and Asia, in the FRG and south Korea, is giving rise to protests from all 
sober-minded people. 

The DPRK and the GDR stand on the boundaries between socialism 
and capitalism in the East and West and on the outposts of the struggle for 
peace. 

We highly appreciate the dear Korean comrades who support the 
constructive proposals of the Warsaw Treaty member nations for the 
preservation of peace and for the termination of the arms race in Europe.

Korea.

It is of great importance that we powerfully demonstrate once again 
our firm friendship in face of the grave threat to humanity caused by 
imperialism and its policy of confrontation. Thus we are contributing to 
further strengthening cooperation among socialist countries. 

This will no doubt produce a favourable effect on the present 
international situation. 

In a few days, dear Comrade Kim Il Sung and the members of the 
delegation led by you could, we believe, fully confirm that the spirit of firm 
internationalist solidarity with the fraternal Korean people 1s strikingly 
alive in the thinking and actions of the people of the German Democratic 
Republic. 

The working people of our country are following with great respect 
the tremendous successes achieved by the Korean people and their 
devoted struggle for the prosperity of their country.

This treaty 
also demonstrates the unshakable determination of our two peoples to 
constantly and actively struggle for peace in Europe and Asia and, 
furthermore, in the whole world; and to strengthen the unity of the 
socialist states and support the struggle of the peoples for freedom and 
social progress. 

On behalf of the Central Committee of the SED, the State Council 
and the Council of Ministers of the GDR and our people, I assure you, 
respected Comrade Kim II Sung, and all Korean comrades and friends, 
that we will make every effort to implement this treaty of friendship and 
cooperation in the interests of our two peoples’ happiness and peace. 

Dear comrades and friends, 

The founding of the DPRK in 1948 was a decisive measure for the 
consolidation of people’s democratic gains in the Korean peninsula and 
was an historic victory achieved by the Korean people in their prolonged 
and self-sacrificing struggle for national independence and _ social 
liberation. 

In the world-wide revolutionary process, decisively marked by the 
victory of the Soviet Union and its people over Hitlerite fascism, the first 
people’s democratic state came into being in Korea. This was a 
contribution to the strengthening of socialism. 

The imperialists regard as a thorn in their flesh the rapid successful 
development and great changes the working class and people of Korea 
have achieved in the DPRK under the leadership of the working-class 
Party headed by you, respected Comrade Kim II Sung. 

The United States and the south Korean puppets unleashed a 
criminal war of aggression against the young people’s government of the 
DPRK in an attempt to turn back the wheel of history. They manoeuvred 
to turn the whole of the Korean peninsula into the imperialists’ base 
against socialism and the national-liberation movement. 

The aggressors threatened that they would use even atomic bombs to 
put their plan into effect. 

However, the Korean people and People’s Army, enjoying the 
solidarity and support of the Soviet Union, the People’s Republic of China 
and other fraternal socialist countries, carried out a heroic struggle to 
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thwart the aggressors’ plan and compelled them to sign the Armistice 
Agreement in 1953. 

It is particularly important today to recall such facts of history. 

At that time, the shameless aggressive acts of the US imperialists 
against the peaceloving Korean people caused the development of a broad 
solidarity movement among our people also. This movement proved that 
proletarian internationalism was deeply rooted in our people’s thinking 
and action. 

Thereafter, this was confirmed again particularly when the peoples 
who had been liberated or who were struggling for liberation were 
subjected to imperialist aggression and oppression. 

Immediately after the ceasefire the Korean people set about re- 
habilitating the devastated national economy by displaying tireless 
diligence, spirit and devotion under the leadership of the WPK. 

At that time the aggressors boasted that the DPRK would not be able 
to heal the colossal wounds of war even in a hundred years. But they 
miscalculated. 

The fraternal Korean people healed these wounds in a historically 
short period of time and built a powerful socialist state which is now 
surging forward.

The DPRK has today turned into a prosperous people’s country with 
a rapidly developing industry, a highly productive agriculture and brilliant 
culture thanks to the wise policy of the WPK. Her prestige in the 
international arena is high. 

These achievements clearly show the advantages of the socialist 
system and are successes of very real historical significance in attesting to 
the vitality of Marxism-Leninism. 

Now all the working people of the DPRK including workers and 
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cooperative farmers are accomplishing great successes in carrying out the 
decisions of the Sixth Congress of the WPK. 

The fraternal Korean people are vigorously advancing towards the 
attainment of the present Seven-Year Plan and the long-term objectives of 
the national economy by redoubling their creative efforts.

Today, 35 years after the founding of the GDR, it has been clearly 
proved as never before that the establishment of the first worker-peasant 
state of Germany was a turning-point in the history of our people and 
other European peoples. 

Through a fierce class struggle and with unremitting efforts, the 
GDR has been able to develop into an internationally-recognized state 
with political stability and a powerful economy, in close alliance with the 
Soviet Union and other fraternal socialist countries. 

Our Republic has become a dependable bulwark for peace and 
socialism on the European continent. 

The 10th Congress of the SED clearly indicated the road to the future. 
We continue to build a developed socialist society in the GDR. Here the 
economic strategy of the 1980’s is of particular significance because the 
only way the living standards of the working people can be improved is by 
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increasing production and efficiency. This task is a key link in the national 
economic plan for 1984. Its fulfilment or overfulfilment is the objective of 
the socialist competitive drive. In this sense, we are striving to promote 
scientific and technical progress, raise labour productivity rapidly and 
make the rate between investments and results more effective. 

By doing so, we are raising the intensive national economy to a new 
height. We are effectively cooperating with the Soviet Union and other 
socialist countries. 

Our Party has continued to implement successfully the dual policy of 
economic and social measures. As we are all convinced, to increase the 
economic power of socialism is to increase the people’s welfare and, at the 
same time, it constitutes an essential factor in actively contributing to 
shaping the peaceful future of Europe and the whole world. 

Dear comrades and friends, 

At our talks with Korean comrades we reached a unanimity of views 
on the fact that the manoeuvres of the US and other highly aggressive 
forces of imperialism for confrontation and armament expansion are 
gravely threatening the people’s lives. 

In particular, the deployment of Pershing-2 and cruise missiles in 
West Europe has escalated international tension. 

Reasoning people will understand that the danger of nuclear 
holocaust will not be reduced through the continuation of the arms race, 
but will rather be increased. An end should be put to such a dangerous 
situation. 

The GDR, situated on the border between the Warsaw Treaty 
member nations and NATO member nations, a western boundary of 
socialism, is more interested than any other country in preserving world 
peace. In this context, the recent statement of NATO on relations between 
East and West is alarming. NATO, the United States in particular, is 
making war preparations under the smokescreen of “‘peace-keeping”’. The 
NATO foreign ministers’ conference stressed the need to pursue the policy 
of “strength” against the socialist countries contrary to the people’s 
wishes. The statement issued after the three-day meeting in Washington 
said that US Pershing-2 and cruise missiles would continue to be sited in 
West Europe including the Federal Republic of Germany in accordance 
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with the established secret plan. Furthermore, the participants in the 
meeting called for the conventional weapons of NATO to be reinforced. In 
this document the United States, which tries to destroy the balance of 
strength by its policy of deployment, got its views passed in dealing with 
the conditions advanced by Greece, Denmark and Spain—regrettably, the 
Federal Republic of Germany is not involved in this—the views she had 
maintained on all matters associated with arms reduction including the 
Geneva, Vienna and Stockholm talks. 


The conditions advanced by Greece, Denmark and Spain have meant 
opposing the essence of this statement whose content is the deployment of 
US medium-range weapons in Europe and anti-Soviet moves. No trace 
can be found of the loudly clamoured desire for detente. But in Article 7 of 
the statement they supported the revanchist position of the Federal 
Republic of Germany against the German Democratic Republic, the 
Polish People’s Republic, Czechoslovakia and the Soviet Union, namely, 
against the core of the European Treaty system. 

As was pointed out at the Seventh Plenary Meeting of the SED 
Central Committee, all this shows that fighting for world peace has 
become a pressing task, particularly at the present time. 

I stress here that the GDR will as always, stand in the van of the ranks 
of the people striving to prevent a nuclear holocaust and to maintain peace 
for generations to come. 

The Prague declaration of the Warsaw Treaty member nations and 
the Moscow statement of leaders of socialist countries put forward a 
constructive programme of preserving world peace. 

The GDR is making every effort to accomplish this proposal. 

We fully support the Soviet Union’s proposal for freezing the nuclear 
armoury, restricting and reducing armaments and prohibiting chemical 
weapons on the principle of equality and equal security. 

I would like to emphasize the recent appeal of the Warsaw Treaty 
member nations for the signing of a treaty on prohibiting the use of 
military power between the Warsaw Treaty member nations and the 
NATO member nations and maintaining peaceful relations between them. 

This was an important step towards greater security. 
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An agreement of both sides to the reduction of military spending 
would be conducive to reducing the armed forces and arms expenses 
effectively and ensuring that the balance of strength is maintained at the 
minimum level. 

The initiative of socialist states is aimed at settling the disputes in a 
peaceful way, consolidating peace and preventing a nuclear holocaust. It is 
more important than ever before to strengthen the joint action of all forces 
which truly want peace. We must spare no efforts to develop healthy 
international relations and to frustrate the schemes of the United States 
and the NATO forces obsessed as they are with the idea of playing with 
fire which may cause the destruction of mankind harbouring as they do, 
illusions about nuclear first strike. 

Weconsider that the joint appeal of the prominent heads of states and 
governments of six countries in the four continents—‘‘Let us halt and 
frustrate the moves made towards world-wide destruction!”—is a bold 
step in the right direction. This appeal will pave the way for freezing 
nuclear weapons and, furthermore, for reducing them considerably. 

In future the GDR will also study the problems realistically and act 
with discretion using every opportunity to hold dialogues with political 
forces calling for peace, disarmament, the recovery of detente, good- 
neighbourly relations and cooperation among peoples. 

From the very moment that we set up our socialist state, we 
proclaimed the maintenance of peace as the supreme principle of our 
policy. Since then, we have acted in accordance with it. With every means 
at our disposal we will fulfil our duty lest war should again break out on 
German soil. 

Therefore, I take this opportunity to note with great satisfaction that 
the DPRK standing on the eastern outpost of socialism supports the 
proposals put forward by the Soviet Union and other Warsaw Treaty 
member nations for peace and detente. 

Asia, where nearly a half of the world’s population lives, holds an 
important place in the great struggle of our time for peace and social 
progress. 

According to the plan of the Reagan Administration, Asia, like 
Western Europe, will play the role of a base for nuclear first strike from a 
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region far away from the United States. But such nuclear first strike will 
undoubtedly run up against an annihilating counterattack. The schemes 
of the US imperialists to involve the Asian continent and Pacific region in 
their policy of confrontation and arms expansion gravely menace the 
Asian people and world peace. 

Therefore, the proposals put forward by the Soviet Union, the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, the Mongolian People’s 
Republic and Asian countries including the socialist countries in 
Indochina are very realistic. 

These proposals can expand all forms of peaceful cooperation, 
involve many more countries in healing and stabilizing the international 
situation and remove and liquidate the sites of the present tensions and 
confrontations. 

We fully support the appeal of the DPRK Supreme People’s 
Assembly for shipping the US nuclear weapons out of south Korea and 
preventing its further conversion into a forward base of such weapons. We 
stand firmly on the side of the Korean people who are struggling to drive 
the US forces completely out of south Korea at once and to reunify the 
country peacefully in a democratic way without foreign interference. We 
hail the January 10 proposal of the DPRK for holding tripartite talks 
between the DPRK, the USA and south Korea to replace the Armistice 
Agreement signed in 1953 with a peace agreement between the DPRK and 
the USA and adopt a non-aggression declaration between the DPRK and 
south Korea. We express firm solidarity with the south Korean patriots in 
their devoted struggle for the just cause. 

Dear Comrade Kim II] Sung, our meeting in Berlin clearly shows 
once again that the GDR and the DPRK are trusty friends and true 
comrades-in-arms in the struggle for socialism and peace. In this sense, we 
will tighten the bonds of mutual cooperation for the well-being of our two 
peoples and develop it successfully. 

With all our hearts, dear Korean comrades and friends, we wish you 
greater success in the socialist construction of your country.

We think that your present visit to the GDR is a good expression of 
dependable internationalist friendship and militant cooperation between 
our two Parties and two countries and two peoples. 

We reaffirm that the GDR people will stand firm in the future, too, by 
the Korean people who are struggling for peace and socialist construction 
and for peaceful and democratic national reunification free from foreign 
interference. 

We hope that, once you are back home, you will convey the fraternal 
and militant greetings of the GDR communists and entire people to all the 
communists and friends in the DPRK and to the rest of the heroic Korean 
people. 

We will do all wecan to further strengthen socialism and defend peace 
on the solid basis of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian internationalism.

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THE TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION 
BETWEEN THE DPRK AND THE GDR 


Recognizing that there exist between the two countries close relations 
of friendship and unity, multilateral cooperation and solidarity based on 
the principles of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian internationalism, 
respect for sovereignty, complete equality, non-interference in other’s 
internal affairs, comradely cooperation and mutual benefits, 

Believing that to consolidate and develop these relations 1s in accord 
with the fundamental interests of the peoples of the DPRK and the GDR 
and will have an inspiring influence on strengthening unity between 
socialist countries and close cooperation with developing countries, 

Out of the desire to contribute actively to strengthening friendship 
and unity, cooperation and solidarity between socialist and non-aligned 
countries and cooperation between the peaceloving countries of the world 
and to defending peace and security in Asia, Europe and the rest of the 
world, the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and the German 
Democratic Republic decided to conclude this treaty and agreed upon the 
following points. 


Article 1 


The high-level contracting parties shall constantly strengthen friend- 
ship and unity between the two parties, governments and peoples and shall 
comprehensively expand and develop multilateral cooperation on the 
principles of proletarian internationalism, respect for sovereignty, com- 
plete equality, non-interference in other’s internal affairs, comradely 
cooperation and mutual benefits. 
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Article 2 


The high-level contracting parties shall expand the exchange of 
experiences in different fields of socialist construction and see that 
relations and cooperation between public organizations are strengthened. 


Article 3 
The high-level contracting parties shall continue developing cooper- 
ation in economy, culture, science, technology, education, public health, 
literature, art, the press, news service, broadcasting, television, cinema, 
communications, sports, tourism and other fields. 
Article 4 
The high-level contracting parties shall actively strive to defend the 
gains of socialism, achieve unity and cohesion of the socialist countries on 
the principles of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian internationalism and 
develop friendly and cooperative relations among them. 
Article 5 
The high-level contracting parties shall actively support the people’s 
struggle to defend world peace and security and achieve national 
liberation, consolidate independence and attain social progress against 
imperialism, militarism, revanchism, old and new colonialism and racism. 
Article 6 


The high-level contracting parties shall make every possible effort to 
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develop relations with countries of differing social systems on the 
principles of respect for sovereignty, territorial integrity, non-interference 
in the internal affairs of others, equality and mutual benefits and to 
preserve and consolidate peace in Asia and Europe. 


Article 7 


The high-level contracting parties consider that it is an important 
precondition for guaranteeing peace and security to resolutely oppose the 
threat of force and its use and strictly observe the ban on the threat of force 
and its use in settling international disputes, which is a principle 
recognized by international law. 


Article 8 


The high-level contracting parties shall make every effort to have the 
foreign troops present in south Korea totally withdrawn along with their 
nuclear weaponsand all other military equipment and replace the Korean 
Armistice Agreement with a peace agreement in order to promote the 
independent and peaceful reunification of Korea. 


Article 9 
The high-level contracting parties shall adhere to the principle that 
West Berlin is not a part of the Federal Republic of Germany and will not 
be ruled by it in the future, either, according to the four-way agreement 
dated September 3, 1971. 
Article 10 
The high-level contracting parties shall inform one another of and 
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discuss the major international issues of common concern and other 
matters and take joint action in the agreed spirit. 


Article 11 


This treaty shall come into force on the day of its signing and be valid 


for 25 years. 


If neither of the high-level contracting parties notifies the abrogation 
of this treaty by letter 12 months before the expiration of its term, it shall 
be extended for further periods of 10 years at a time. 

Signed in Berlin on June 1, 1984, and done in duplicate in Korean and 
German, both texts being equally authentic.

Openly boasting that they will wipe out socialism by “military 
supremacy”, the US imperialists are madly continuing the arms race and 
are aggravating the situation to the limit by deploying their latest medium- 
range nuclear missiles in the Western European countries. 

The situation in Asia today is also very tense. 

The US imperialists have massed a large number of nuclear arms and 
other weapons of mass destruction in and around south Korea and 
endlessly continue their acts of aggression and hostility against our 
Republic. 

The people want peace, but the imperialists do not want to stop their 
aggressive and warlike tactics. Because of these actions of the US 
imperialists, the danger of a new war now exists not only in Europe but 
also in Asia, and if a war breaks out in either of those continents it will 
immediately spread to become a global nuclear war. 

Whether the mankind suffer a nuclear holocaust or defend peace

depends, in the long run, on how the broad anti-imperialist peace forces of 
the world, including the socialist forces, strive to check and frustrate the 
imperialist moves towards war. Peace does not come of itself; it can only 
be won and defended by a determined struggle. 

The Communist Party, Government and people of Czechoslovakia 
have made consistent efforts to oppose the imperialist policy of aggression 
and strife and to safeguard peace and security in Europe and other parts of 
the world. Since the announcement of the Prague Political Declaration in 
January 1983 by the signatories to the Warsaw Treaty, they have been 
making every possible effort to put the declaration into effect.

They know that in the period of the Second World War the 
Korean people with arms in hand won freedom and independence, in spite 
of many sacrifices, shoulder to shoulder with the heroic Soviet Army. We 
stood firm behind the Korean people also in the period when they were 
waging a heroic struggle against US imperialist aggression. The unselfish 
aid given by Czechoslovakia and other socialist countries enabled the 
Korean people to rise up from the ruins and build a new, more beautiful 
state. 

Since then, great changes have taken place in the DPRK. A 
developing industry, intensive agricultural production, new dwellings for 
hundreds of thousands of family units, schools, public health, cultural, 
sports and educational establishments, all-round care for the new 
generation, and growing material and cultural standards—this is the 
present appearance of the DPRK. 

The Korean working people may well be proud of the successes they 
have achieved under the leadership of the Workers’ Party of Korea and 
the Party Central Committee headed by Comrade Kim II Sung. These 
successes have been made under the difficult conditions caused by the 
artificial division of Korea. The US imperialists continue to occupy south 
Korea militarily, thus hampering national reunification, and they are 
creating tensions on the boundary between the two parts of Korea.

Their dangerous policy, the source of the 
present international tension, is meeting with greater resistance from 
the people. 

In capitalist countries, too, more and more people in political and 
public circles are rejecting such a policy. There is an increasing worldwide 
peace movement to end the arms race, revive the policy of detente and 
peaceful co-existence and achieve constructive international cooperation. 

The Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia, alongside other socialist 
countries, continue to pursue a principled and all embracing peace policy. 
The proposals made by these countries indicate a realistic way for 
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improving the international relations and ensuring international security 
while respecting equality and the interests of both sides. But these 
proposals have failed to elicit a favourable response because of the 
manoeuvres of the US Administration. 


We who have learned a lesson from historical experience are joining 
other Warsaw Treaty member nations in taking unavoidable steps to 
increase our defence capabilities. 


We should answer the US deployment of nuclear first-strike missiles 
in Western Europe by our taking the necessary defensive precautions. 


Socialist countries do not want to establish strategic predominance. 
They are ready to maintain the strategic balance of forces on a lowest level 
and to take decisive measures for the reduction and abolition of 
armaments. 

But they can never allow imperialism to turn in its favour the present 
balance of armed forces which is of decisive significance in preserving 
peace. 

The only way out in the present dangerous situation is to ensure that 
Western Europe returns to the status it held before the deployment of US 
new-type missiles there. This is the only way of easing the present tensions 
in Europe and other parts of the world and consolidating international 
security. 

The manoeuvres of the US imperialists and their allies in the Far East 
are part of their aggressive policies. These manoeuvres pose a grave threat 
to peace and security in Asia and the rest of the world. The proposals made 
by the Soviet Union. the DPRK, the Mongolian People’s Republic, the 
countries in Indochina and the member nations of the non-aligned 
movement constitute the way to achieve security in Asia. These proposals 
are aimed at relaxing tensions in this region, deepening confidence, 
developing good neighbourly relations and creating a zone of peace and 
cooperation, a nuclear-free zone. 

We think that it is a most important task in defending peace to 
strengthen the unity and solidarity of the socialist countries. We are sure 
that when all the democratic. progressive and peaceloving forces the 
world over take joint action, it will be possible to thwart the dangerous 
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war schemes of imperialism and ensure the peoples’ peace and security, 
freedom and progress.

I express satisfaction once again with the results of the visit of the 
fraternal DPRK Party and state delegation today at a Czechoslovakia-

Esteemed Yugoslav state leaders, 
Comrades and friends, 

We are very pleased to pay another visit to Yugoslavia, the friendly 
and beautiful land of brothers, to meet you again and to share with you 
our feelings of brotherly friendship. 

Allow me to express my heartfelt gratitude to you for your warm 
welcome and the cordial hospitality accorded us and also to convey 
enthusiastic and friendly greetings from our Government and people to 
the state leadership and the people of Yugoslavia. 

Korea and Yugoslavia are both socialist countries and non-aligned 
nations. The friendly relations between our two countries are a comradely 
and brotherly friendship which was formed on the basis of the ideas of 
socialism and non-alignment. This friendship has come into full flower in 
all spheres of politics, the economy and culture since our two eventful 
meetings with Comrade Josip Broz Tito. 

Our present visit to Yugoslavia will no doubt open up a new era in 
promoting the friendly relations between our two countries.

Today, the extension and development of the non-aligned movement is of 
great significance in safeguarding the sovereignty of the non-aligned 
countries, in thwarting the imperialist moves for aggression and war and 
in preserving world peace and security. 

In order to extend and develop the non-aligned movement, all the 
non-aligned nations must adhere to Chajusong and strengthen the 
solidarity of this movement. Strengthening this solidarity is all the more 
urgent today when the imperialists are bent on their subtle machinations 
to divide the non-aligned countries and to pit them against one another. 

All the non-aligned nations must regard solidarity as most important; 
they must strive to strengthen the solidarity of the non-aligned movement 
and also must take concerted action to crush the imperialist moves to 
divide and set them against one another. 

The non-aligned countries must unite closely and struggle with 
determination to destroy the outdated international economic order 
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which is a product of colonialism and which is the lever of imperialist 
exploitation and plunder, and to establish a new and fair international 
economic order. 

So long as the old international economic order exists, the non- 
aligned and developing countries can neither avoid imperialist exploi- 
tation and plunder nor are they able to develop their national economies 
rapidly. The non-aligned countries must eliminate the source of inter- 
national exploitation once and for all by their powerful efforts to destroy 
the old international economic order and set up a new one in its place. 

Since developed Western capitalist countries are reluctant to accept a 
new international economic order, we deem it necessary for the non- 
aligned and developing countries to promote active economic and 
technical cooperation and interchange among themselves. These countries 
should work out practical measures for diverse economic and technical 
cooperation and exchange on the principles of catering for each other’s 
needs and of collective self-reliance, and they should implement these 
measures with credit. 

Only when they eliminate the evil consequences of imperialist 
colonial rule speedily and build independent national economies by 
strengthening economic and technical cooperation and exchange, will the 
non-aligned and developing countries be able to consolidate the political 
independence which they have already won and firmly maintain 
Chajusong in all spheres of state activity.

Today our country expresses deep respect for the struggle waged by 
you against fascism during the Second World War, the role you played in 
the struggle for founding your Party and country and developing them, 
your efforts for achieving the reunification of the Korean people and your 
activities for attaining the aims of the non-aligned policy. 

It isa cherished memory that you met with President Tito and laid the 
foundation of friendship and cooperation between our two countries. 

We are now faced with the task of further consolidating and 
developing the precious gains of mutual understanding and trust, equality 
and cooperation which we attained in the past. 

Your visit not only demonstrates, at the highest level, the readiness of 
the two sides to attain all these common targets but it also gives impetus to 
It.

We are following with special interest the great successes achieved by 
the people of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, an independent, 
socialist and non-aligned country, under the leadership of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea headed by you. Many of us have visited your country and 
witnessed these achievements. We wish you a new greater success on this 
road. 

We will unvaryingly maintain the line chosen in the course of car- 
rying out the socialist revolution and socialist construction under the 
leadership of Tito. This means steadily developing the socialist auton- 
omy, achieving the prosperity of our multinational community on the 
principle of fraternity and unity and strengthening its non-aligned 
international position. We hope for a closer cooperation with your 
country and all other non-aligned countries in the implementation of the 
policy of non-alignment. 

Cooperation between peoples is not only their desire but also an 
urgent demand of our times. This cooperation involves the common 
interests of all countries, irrespective of their internal systems, the stands 
they maintain in international relations, their strength and sizes.

The situation demands that talks be resumed between the super- 
powers at the earliest possible date, that confidence be restored and the 
process of detente revived in all regions of the world and in all fields of 
international relations. 

Yugoslavia, a socialist and non-aligned country located in one part of 
the European continent where the largest quantities of nuclear weapons 
and all other kinds of arms are stockpiled, and which is most sharply 
divided between the opposing blocs, has a vital interest in disarmament, 
detente and the removal of the danger of war. Our activity is primarily 
directed to the creation of confidence throughout the world. This cannot 
be realized without complete equality and the people’s right to decide what 
their destiny should be free from outside threats or pressures. 

Yugoslavia consistently calls for a peaceful solution to disputes and 
for respect for the sovereignty of nations and their territorial integrity. 

The non-aligned countries should strictly maintain a consistent stand 
on the disputes and the problems of using weapons in any part of the 
world. 

Today we express particular apprehension about the escalation of the 
Iraq-Iran war and the aggravation of the situation in the Gulf region 
which is at a dangerous stage. 

If the legal right of the two peoples to develop peacefully is to be 
realized, an early end must be put to this conflict. 

The danger that graver consequences might be brought about 
demands this urgently. 

The world would be too narrow for all nations to suppose that they 
are living in peace and quiet in their own regions. 

The international community as a whole should make the greatest 
efforts to eliminate, fairly and honourably, the sources of crisis to be found 
in various areas of the world, the Middle East crisis in particular; it should 
recognize the inviolable right of the Palestinian people, and see that 
Namibia becomes independent at an early date and the right of the people 
to develop free of outside influence or pressure is respected. The non- 
aligned movement should take an active part in it and play a prominent 
role. 
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All this shows that the active, peaceloving and reconciliatory policy 
of your country conforms with the relaxation of tensions and is in accord 
with the defence of peace and security on the Korean peninsula and in 
other areas. 

Yugoslavia has always fully supported the proposals put forward by 
you, Comrade President, to reunify the country peacefully by means of 
talks without outside interference and the activity of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea for putting them into effect. We support not 
only in the international political arena but also in other fields, the 
proposals of your country for holding tripartite talks and pulling down the 
artificial barriers dividing the Korean people.

People’s Republic of Korea and our distinguished guest, and in greeting 
the Party and DPRK state delegation led by you. 

We congratulate, through you, the heroic, freedom-loving and 
industrious Korean people who are confidently advancing on the road of 
economic and social progress under the leadership of the Central 
Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea. 

I still see in my mind’s eye, the appearance of Pyongyang and of 
Hamhung, a beautiful coastal city, which have risen from the ashes, the 
impressive sight of factories and enterprises and neatly arranged and 
cultivated fields, which impressed me so greatly during my visit to the 
DPRK. 

Comrade Kim II Sung, I look back with great satisfaction on our 
meetings, which left an eternal imprint on Bulgaria-Korea relations which 
are based on the unchangeable principles of Marxism-Leninism and 
socialist internationalism. 
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I think I am expressing our common sentiment when I say that 
cooperation between our two Parties, two countries, and two peoples is 
developing in an unbroken upward spiral, that our political contacts, 
mutually beneficial trade and cultural relations are excellent, and that all 
this is helping towards reciprocal understanding and friendship between 
our two peoples. 

I express our conviction that the talks currently under way will also 
contribute to developing and enriching cooperation between the two 
countries. I say this because there exists a series of objective possibilities in 
a new and more effective form, in addition to the previous achievements, 
to carry out our common cause. 

This will no doubt be guaranteed by the Treaty of Friendship and 
Cooperation between the Bulgarian People’s Republic and the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea which we will sign. The treaty will 
confirm the high level of development of our relations in many fields and 
give a strong impetus to stimulating and extending them in the interests of 
our two peoples, and of peace and socialism. 

Dear guests, 

It is true that our two countries are located thousands of kilometres 
apart, but it is also true that Bulgaria-K orea friendship has excellent roots 
and has been tested and proved in the course of time. 

Both the Bulgarian and Korean peoples have traversed a road of 
long-drawn-out, arduous revolutionary struggle for national and social 
emancipation. With the Soviet Army’s assistance which was decisive, our 
people won the liberty which they had craved, and they set about their 
peaceful and creative efforts in high spirits. 

We rejoice at the successes you have achieved in implementing the 
decisions of the Sixth Congress of the Workers’ Party of Korea and in the 
building of socialism. We heartily wish you renewed success in your 
struggle for progress in the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. 

Allow me to reaffirm our unwavering solidarity and support for the 
policy of the Workers’ Party of Korea on easing the tension in the Korean 
peninsula and on reunifying the country peacefully and on a democratic 
foundation. 

More than 30 years have passed since the invasion of the Democratic 
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People’s Republic of Korea, but tension still exists in the Korean 
peninsula. We strongly denounce the moves to perpetuate the division of 
Korea. 

The Bulgarian People’s Republic supports the efforts of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea to make the US armed forces 
withdraw from south Korea. It supports your proposal to reunify Korea 
peacefully and on a democratic basis. This principled stand accords with 
the interests of the Korean people and of peace and security for the people 
in that part of the world. 

Dear friends from Korea, 

Today’s international situation is very complicated and threatening. 
The US Administration and the most reactionary imperialist forces 
continue to pursue the policy of all-out confrontation and of increasing 
world tensions. The recent NATO session in Washington confirmed the 
stratagem of continued deployment of new-type US nuclear missiles in 
Western Europe. This means that the danger of a destructive nuclear war 
is growing. 

Clinging to a reckless arms race which is unprecedent in scale, 
international reactionaries are trying to destroy the existing strategic 
balance to achieve unilateral military superiority. Their aim is well known. 
They seek to impose their will upon others by force, continuing with their 
avowed ‘“‘crusade” against socialism, and holding in check the people’s 
legitimate desire for revolutionary and democratic changes. 

Peace and security and the destiny ofall mankind are at stake. In spite 
of the approaching danger, we are confident that the warmongers’ 
manoeuvres will fail because the socialist countries, the Communist and 
Workers’ Parties, the national liberation movements, the anti-imperialist 
and anti-war movements, and all sober-minded people around the world 
unanimously desire peace, cooperation and progress. 

The Soviet Union and other socialist countries have made realistic 
proposals for a mutually acceptable agreement and for the prevention of a 
nuclear holocaust. The United States and her allies have turned them 
down or answered them with silence, but these proposals have won 
worldwide approval and support. 

We value your country’s support for the struggle against the 
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imperialist policy of aggression and against the deployment of new-type 
US missiles in Western Europe very highly, and set great store by the 
determination of the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, which you, 
Comrade Kim II Sung, have declared recently, a determination to stay 
on the common anti-imperialist front under the banner of socialism and 
communism. 

The foreign policies of the socialist countries are based on their belief 
in the peaceful coexistence of nations with different social systems. What 
we have always striven and will continue to strive is for detente, 
disarmament, understanding and cooperation. 

We are of the opinion that today there is no issue that cannot be 
settled by negotiation, by sincere dialogue held on the principles of 
equality and equitable security.

In 
this short period in history, Bulgaria, once an underdeveloped bourgeois 
state, has become a modern socialist state with developed industry and a 
large-scale, mechanized rural economy. 

The achievements in socialist Bulgaria are the result of the creative 
and devoted efforts of the entire nation, and the fruit of the April Leninist 
general line of the Bulgarian Communist Party and also of our beneficial 
cooperation with all the socialist countries. 

Our socialist development since the adoption of the programme of 
the Bulgarian Communist Party on building a developed socialist society 
has brought about particularly good results. At the moment, we are 
mobilizing all our efforts to carry out the decisions of the 12th Congress of 
the Bulgarian Communist Party and of the national Party conference held 
in March this year.

The socialist countries must closely unite for global peace and for the 
bright future of mankind and smash the imperialists’ policy of aggression 
and war to prevent them from acting rashly. 

Korea and Bulgaria are waging a dynamic joint struggle in close 
cooperation to prevent war and preserve peace in Asia and Europe. 

We actively support the Bulgarian Party and Government in their 
joint effort with the other signatories to the Warsaw Treaty to remove the 
danger of a nuclear war in Europe and defend peace in this region.

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Creating nuclear-free zones and peace zones in many regions of the 
world and extending them is an important way to ease international 
tension, remove the danger of nuclear holocaust and maintain and 
consolidate peace. 

The Korean people are striving to turn the Korean peninsula and Far 
East Asia into a nuclear-free zone and peace zone. We actively support the 
struggle of all peoples to create such zones in Asia, Europe, Africa, Latin 
America and many other regions of the world. 

It is the consistent policy of our Party and the Government of our 
Republic to safeguard peace in the Korean peninsula and to settle the 
question of our country’s reunification peacefully. 

In consideration of the present situation in the Korean peninsula and 
our country’s conditions, we are going to reunify our country peacefully 
by founding the Democratic Confederal Republic of Koryo. Our proposal 
for the DCRK means forming a confederal state through the establish- 
ment of a unified national government on the basis of leaving the ideas and 
systems which now exist in the north and the south of Korea as they are, a 
government in which the north and the south are represented on an equal 
basis and under which they each exercise regional autonomy. In this way 
we will reunify our nation although our country will have two separate 
systems. 

In order to create preconditions for easing the tension in the Korean 
peninsula, removing the danger of war and for realizing independent and 
peaceful national reunification, we recently made a new proposal for 
tripartite talks between the DPRK, the United States and south Korea. 

Our proposals for the country’s reunification and for the tripartite 
talks are most reasonable and realistic and could be accepted by anyone 
who wants peace in Korea and her peaceful reunification.

This is because these successes cannot 
be thought of without the active participation of our country in socialist 
economic cooperation with the Soviet Union and other fraternal socialist 
countries. These successes of ours are a concrete manifestation of the 
advantages of the socialist system and the might of socialist internation- 
alism. 

The vitality of socialist internationalism has been expressed once 
again at the top-level economic meeting which has just ended in Moscow. 
This meeting reaffirmed the special significance of socialist economic 
integration within the framework of the Council of Mutual Economic 
Assistance and set forth the new long-term direction for economic and 
scientific-technical cooperation and mutual activity between the fraternal 
countries which form the CMEA member states. We are convinced that 
the fulfilment of agreed points is in accord with the interests of Bulgarian 
people and of all fraternal peoples, and with the cause of socialism and 
peace. 

The BCP members and the entire Bulgarian people are striving to ful- 
fil the tasks put forward at the 12th BCP Congress and the National Par- 
ty Conference in an atmosphere of high political and labour enthusiasm. 
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What are these tasks? 

Their dominant themes are to complete the laying of material and 
technical foundations for a developed socialism on the basis of the latest 
achievements of scientific-technical progress; to ensure the further 
intensification of the national economy; to perfect the organization of 
socialist labour and the planned guidance of the economy and to achieve 
high quality and efficiency in all sectors. 

Along with this, we are overcoming the difficulties in the way of our 
advance and endeavouring to remove the negative phenomena and 
shortcomings revealed in our life. 

The BCP holds strictly to its basic aims to train new socialist men and 
promote their progress in all fields, to display the people’s creative zeal 
and creativity through intensified socialist democracy and to satisfy the 
material and spiritual requirements of the working people of the BPR. 

Comrades, 

The tasks which are being carried out by the Bulgarian and Korean 
peoples can be fulfilled under conditions of world peace and understand- 
ing and mutual cooperation among the countries. 

To our regret, however, the international situation remains com- 
plicated and strained. Moreover, it is fraught with an explosive danger 
because of warlike imperialism, and particularly because the present US 
Administration pursues a policy of aggression and power politics. This 
policy of the US Administration is aimed at destroying the military 
strategic balance which exists between the Soviet Union and the United 
States, the Warsaw Treaty Organization and NATO. Imperialism is 
recklessly seeking military superiority over socialism so as to impose its 
will through “strength”. This adventurous line finds expression also in the 
deployment of new US nuclear missiles in Western Europe. 

The counter-measures taken by the Warsaw Treaty member nations 
in this connection were just ones and they were to cope with the growing 
threat to security in these countries. Their intention in taking the counter- 
measures is clear and strong. In other words, the Warsaw Treaty member 
nations will never allow the existing military strategic balance to be 
destroyed. 

We fully support the position of Comrade K.U. Chernenko, General 
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Secretary of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union and President of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of the USSR, 
who stated: Everyone should realize that no one who is fond of military 
adventure will encounter us when we are unprepared, and that no 
potential aggressor can hope to escape a destructive counterblow. 

Of course, it is not that there is no way out under the prevailing 
situation. If the United States and its allies stop the deployment of 
“Pershing” and cruise missiles and withdraw them from Europe, the 
measures taken by the Warsaw Treaty member nations will be cancelled 
and a necessary prerequisite to the resumption of the Geneva talks will be 
created and the tensions in Europe and the world will be eased. We hope 
that the Stockholm conference will succeed in achieving an agreement on 
significant practical initiatives to strengthen confidence and security in 
Europe. 

What does this mean specifically? 

To put it concisely; we believe that the participating countries who 
possess nuclear arms should conclude a treaty on the commitment not to 
be the first to use these weapons against each other, on the non-use of 
military force by either side and on the preservation of peaceful relations. 
We believe that they should start negotiations on freezing or reducing 
military expenditure either proportionately or absolutely and that they 
must take supplementary measures for banning the use of chemical 
weapons in Europe, establishing a nuclear-free zone and building up 
confidence in many parts of Europe, particularly the Balkan peninsula 
and the Nordic countries. 

The conclusion of these agreements will be a tremendous victory for 
reason and political goodwill. 

Comrades, 

The growing aggressive nature of warlike imperialism is assuming 
international dimensions. 

The policy of aggression pursued by US imperialism in Central 
America, the Caribbean region, the Middle East and Gulf area, the Indian 
Ocean and the Pacific has provoked anger and indignation. The United 
States does not bother to disguise its strategy of using the Asian continent 
as a bridgehead for the fulfilment of its aggressive designs. 
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The present situation in Asia cannot but arouse apprehension. This is 
why the BPR unconditionally supports the proposals to hold talks for 
steps to strengthen confidence in the Far East with the participation of all 
countries concerned. 

We support all proposals for achieving understanding and for 
normalizing relations between the states in the Southeast Asian region and 
converting this region into a zone of peace and security. 

The basic orientation of the foreign policy pursued by our Party and 
state is to struggle unwaveringly to remove the danger of a nuclear war and 
to thwart the arms race. We not only declare it openly but also resolutely 
express our constructive position in the UN and all other authoritative 
international forums. The BPR, faithful to her consistent policy of 
integrity, will continue to contribute to strengthening understanding and 
cooperation in the Balkan peninsula, Europe and the world. 

Today the danger of nuclear holocaust is tremendous, but war is not 
inevitable. Today it is necessary as never before to form a broad front ofall 
forces which consider the interests of peace to be of the highest value. 

The policy of the countries of the socialist community is particularly 
significant in the present international situation. This policy accords with 
the fundamental interests of the whole of mankind. The Prague declara- 
tion of the Warsaw Treaty member nations and the proposals sub- 
sequently advanced by these countries constitute a realistic programme 
for removing the danger of nuclear war and checking the arms race. 

The peaceful future of mankind can and must be guaranteed. The 
socialist countries, the Communist and Workers’ Parties of the world, 
non-aligned nations, the countries which chose the socialist and progres- 
sive road, the national liberation movements, the anti-war movement and 
various right-thinking circles in capitalist countries constitute a powerful 
force which can overpower the destructive forces. 

As never before, it is all the more necessary to act in unity. 

Comrades, 

The traditional relations of class solidarity and cooperation exist 
between the Bulgarian and Korean peoples and between our two Parties 
and two countries. These relations were established on the basis of our 
common aspiration and purpose to work energetically for the principle of 
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Marxism-Leninism and proletarian internationalism and socialism and 
the cause of peace. 

Though the BPR and the DPRK are thousands of kilometres apart, it 
has been proved that they can successfully cooperate with each other in the 
fields of politics, the economy and culture. The rapid development in our 
two countries lays a good foundation for further expanding the exchange 
of commodities and scientific-technical and cultural cooperation. 

I express satisfaction with the relations between the two countries 
developing along the road of progress. I also express the belief that the 
spirit of the agreement reached in our meeting and talks held in a cordial 
and friendly atmosphere will give a new impetus to our cooperation in all 
fields. 

Both of us have the desire to search for and apply a new form of more 
effective cooperation, not resting content with what we have already 
achieved. 

I assure our dear Korean friends also that we are filled with 
determination to deepen in the future the developing relations between the 
BPR and the DPRK for the well-being of the two fraternal peoples and the 
victory of the cause of socialism in the world. 

Long live the friendship and internationalist solidarity between the 
Bulgarian and Korean peoples! 

Long live the friendship between the BCP and the WPK, and between 
the BPR and the DPRK!

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THE TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION 
BETWEEN THE DPRK AND THE BPR 


Follows the text of the Treaty of Friendship and Cooperation 
between the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and the Bulgarian 
People’s Republic which was signed in Sofia on June 17: 

On the principles of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian inter- 
nationalism, respect for sovereignty, complete equality, non-interference 
in internal affairs, comradely cooperation and mutual benefits, 

Proceeding from the relations of fraternal friendship, solidarity and 
cooperation between the peoples of the two countries, 

Convinced that the constant consolidation and deepening of these 
relations accords with the fundamental interests of the two peoples, helps 
strengthen the unity of socialist countries and consolidate it and 
contributes to the cause of peace and socialism, 

Proceeding from the objective and principle of socialist foreign policy 
and the desire to create most favourable international conditions of 
socialist construction, 

Resolutely calling for the strengthening of joint action among the 
socialist and non-aligned countries and all the progressive forces fighting 
against imperialism and world reactionary forces and for peace and 
national independence, democracy and social progress, 

Out of the desire to contribute positively to defending world peace 
and security, 

Wishing to develop further the advantageous and mutually beneficial 
cooperation between the two countries, 

Attaching great importance to further developing and perfecting the 
legal foundation of this relationship, the Democratic People’s Republic 
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of Korea and the Bulgarian People’s Republic (hereinafter referred to as 
the two high-level contracting parties) agreed as follows: 


Articlel 


The two high-level contracting parties shall develop and strengthen 
the relations of fraternal friendship, solidarity and cooperation on the 
principle of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian internationalism. 


Article 2 


The two high-level contracting parties shall expand and strengthen 
mutually beneficial economic and scientific-technological cooperation to 
promote socialist construction in the two countries and improve the 
material and cultural standards of the two peoples. 


Article 3 


The two high-level contracting parties shall strengthen relations and 
cooperation in science, culture, education, the press, radio, television, 
cinema, sports, tourism and other fields of social life and develop 
cooperation and exchange between state organs and social, scientific and 
cultural organizations of the two countries. 


Article 4 


The two high-level contracting parties shall strive to further develop 
and strengthen relations, unity and solidarity between socialist coun- 
tries on the principle of Marxism-Leninism and proletarian interna- 
tionalism. 
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Article 5 


The two high-level contracting parties shall cooperate with each 
other in the struggle to defend world peace and security against imperialist 
policies of aggression and war, achieve complete disarmament and 
establish nuclear-free zones in different parts of the world. 


Article 6 
The two high-level contracting parties shall support the Asian, 
African and Latin-American peoples in their just struggle to achieve 
freedom and national independence, democracy and social progress and 
finally liquidate all manner of old and new colonialism and racism. 
Article7 
The Bulgarian side shall support the just stand of the Democratic 


People’s Republic of Korea to make foreign troops withdraw from 
south Korea and reunify Korea peacefully on democratic principles. 


Article 8 
The Korean side shall support the constructive and steadfast stand 
of the Bulgarian People’s Republic to strengthen peace and security, trust 
and friendship in the Balkan peninsula and develop good neighbourliness 
and cooperative relations with all Balkan countries. 
Article 9 
The two high-level contracting parties shall inform each other of and 
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discuss the problem of relations between the two countries and important 
international issues. 


Article 10 


This treaty is not contrary to the rights and duties stipulated in the 
bilateral and multilateral agreements already signed in the presence of the 
two high-level contracting parties. 


Article 11 


This treaty shall be valid after the two contracting parties pass 
through due procedures. 


Article 12 


This treaty is valid for 20 years and its validity will automatically be 
extended by a further ten years if neither of the two high-level contracting 
parties informs the other of the abrogation of this treaty 12 months before 
the expiration of its term. 

Being worked out and signed in Sofia on the 17th day of June, 1984, 
and done in duplicate in the Korean and Bulgarian languages, both texts 
are equally authentic.

We are extending relations with 
capitalist countries and all countries of the world, irrespective of their 
social systems, on the principles of full equality, national independence 
and sovereignty and observance of each people’s right to develop freely 
and independently, without any outside interference. 

Dear comrades and friends, 

We express our profound anxiety about the great tensions in 
international relations, the outcome of the imperialist policies of force 
and control, of interference in other states’ affairs and of redivision and 
consolidation of the spheres of influence. What is more, because of the 
intensifying arms race, and the nuclear arms race in particular, the danger 
of world war is growing and such a situation may eventually cause a war in 
which nuclear weapons are used. Never before in the long history of 
mankind has there been such a grave situation threatening the existence of 
all peoples and human civilization itself. Therefore, we believe that the 
main problems of our time are the cessation of the arms race, disarma- 
ment, with nuclear disarmament taking priority and the safeguarding of 
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world peace. It is particularly dangerous that the United States has 
switched over to deploying medium-range missiles in some West 
European countries and that the Soviet Union has proceeded to take 
counter-measures, and thus tension has been created in Europe. It is 
necessary to make every effort for the resumption of the Soviet-American 
talks, for an accord to be reached on the complete elimination of medium- 
range missiles and all other nuclear weapons from Europe and the world 
at large. 

Romania asserts that the Balkans be transformed into a zone of peace 
and collaboration, without nuclear weapons and foreign military bases, 
and is striving towards this end. We also seek to create like zones in the 
northern and central Europe as well as in other parts of the world. 

We resolutely call for a peaceful settlement of all outstanding issues 
through negotiation. We hold the view that everything possible must be 
done to eradicate the conflict and establish a durable and just peace in the 
Middle East—and in this respect we are in favour of an international 
conference sponsored by the UN, to be attended by all the parties 
concerned, including the Palestine Liberation Organization as the legi- 
timate representative of the Palestinian people. 

In the same spirit, we are in favour of the cessation of the war between 
Iran and Iraq and anend of military actions in the Gulf area and we favour 
the speedy start of negotiations for a peaceful settlement of the issues 
between those two countries. 

Taking consideration of the serious economic situation created in the 
world, the growing gap between the rich and poor countries and the debt 
of the developing countries amounting to 800,000 million dollars, 
Romania put forward constructive proposals that the United Nations and 
other international organizations should overcome this state of affairs and 
help developing countries reduce their debt burdens or completely free 
them from them. We are of the opinion that developing countries should 
strengthen their solidarity and collaboration, that they should rally their 
efforts ever more in order to work out a common strategy in their 
negotiations with the developed countries, with a view to settling the 
serious problems related to underdevelopment and to the establishment of 
a new international economic order.

It is a fact that very difficult and complicated problems have been 
developing in the world. But, I believe that if the peoples and progressive 
forces unite, make an effort and cooperate closely with each other 
everywhere, they can meet the dangers of the situation and ensure 
conditions that will provide victory for the policy of peace, independence, 
understanding and collaboration among the nations. 

Pointing with great satisfaction to excellent bilateral cooperation 
between our two Parties and countries and our close cooperation in the 
international arena, I repeat my belief that the same cooperation will 
become even stronger in the interests of the two peoples and in the cause of 
world peace and progress in the future. 

With this conviction I propose a toast: 

to the well-being and happiness of the friendly Korean people, 

to the friendship, solidarity and cooperation between the RCP and 
the WPK, between the RSR and the DPRK and between the Romanian 
and Korean peoples, 

to the strengthening of cooperation among the socialist countries and 
all progressive, democratic and anti-imperialist forces, 

to peace and cooperation in the whole world, 

to the health of esteemed Comrade Kim I] Sung, 

to the health of the distinguished guests from friendly Korea, and 

to the health of those present here.

Comrades and friends, 

We are very pleased to have another opportunity today to meet you, 
the citizens of Bucharest, at this grand welcome meeting. 

Bucharest has already become familiar and intimate to us in 
the course of our repeated visits to the city. During our present visit, 
too, we have spent very pleasant and significant days, receiving the kind 
hospitality of the Romanian Party and state leaders and of the people of 
Bucharest. 

I would like to express my heartfelt gratitude to you for your 
enthusiastic welcome and warmest hospitality and for the impressive 
speech which has just been made here by Comrade Nicolae Ceausescu, an 
intimate friend of ours. 

I would also like to take this opportunity to convey, through you, the 
warm brotherly greetings of our Party, the Government of our Republic 
and those of the Korean people to the Romanian Communist Party and 
Government and to the Bucharest citizens and all the people of Romania.

Our working 
people are making great efforts to greet these two events which are of 
enormous significance in the life of our country and our people by 
achieving greater successes in the implementation of the Party’s pro- 
gramme of building a new society, building a multilaterally developed 
socialist society and advancing towards communism which is our ideal.

Today the might of our 
industry is about 53 times higher and agricultural production nearly 4 
times higher than in the past and science, education and culture— 
fundamental factors in building a new socialist society—also made 
remarkable progress.

Dear comrades and friends, 

At the talks we held with Comrade Kim I] Sung and other Korean 
friends, we had a wide-range exchange of views on the issues 1n the present 
international scene. We proceeded from the common conclusions that a 
great change has taken place in the balance of forces in international life 
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and that the peoples, genuine makers of history, have achieved great 
revolutionary gains on the road of free, independent development, putting 
an end to colonialist and imperialist policies. 

It must be mentioned here that in recent years a very strained 
situation has been created in the international field because of the 
imperialists’ policy of strength and direction, the policy of interfering in 
the internal affairs of other countries and of laying claim to the world by 
redividing it into spheres of influence. In the recent past new issues and 
fresh conflicts have continued to arise, which render the situation more 
complicated and endanger the people’s lives, freedom, independence and 
peace. The arms race, particularly the nuclear arms race, has been stepped 
up to an unprecedented degree. Under such conditions a worldwide war 
would inevitably become a catastrophic nuclear war. Never in its history 
spanning millions of years has mankind been faced with such a grave 
situation as is threatening its existence and the future of the planet itself. 
That is why we may rest assured that the fundamental question of present 
times is to do all we can to safeguard peace, halt the arms buildup, 
particularly that of nuclear arms and save mankind from a nuclear 
inferno. Today there is no more important cause than to defend the basic 
rights of the people to existence, life, peace and independence. 

Given the current international situation, heads of state and govern- 
ment, politicians all over the world should, more than ever before, prove 
their high responsibility to their own peoples, the existence of the human 
race—and firm action should be taken to put an end to the dangerous 
course of events towards confrontation and war, towards a nuclear 
catastrophe. The nuclear weapon will make no distinction between 
ideologies or between social systems. It will mean death and ruin for all 
mankind. 

The United States deployed medium-range nuclear missiles in some 
West European countries and this caused the Soviet Union to take nuclear 
countermeasures. As a result, a grave situation has been created in 
Europe. We are deeply apprehensive of this. I think that everything 
possible should be done for the resumption of talks between the Soviet 
Union and the USA so as to resolve this extremely grave situation, to 
reach an accord which will stop the deployment of US nuclear missiles and 
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the Soviet countermeasures and will pave the way for the elimination of 
medium-range missiles and for the removal of any kind of nuclear 
weaponry from Europe and the whole world. There is no more important 
problem now than to save Europe and the whole world from nuclear 
destruction. There are billions of people living now and nuclear measures, 
which prevent their development towards a new civilization, are being 
taken one after another. Nothing can justify this. 

We consider that more resolute efforts should be made to reach an 
appropriate accord at the Vienna negotiations on the reduction of 
weapons and troops in Central Europe. 

In particular, we are paying special attention to the Stockholm 
meeting which may play an important part in developing the contacts and 
collaboration between European countries for strengthening trust and 
security in the European continent, including the issue of disarmament, 
with special reference to nuclear disarmament, and are actively striving for 
its success. 

Within the framework of the widespread work for the consolidation 
of peace and security on the European continent, Romania conclusively 
holds that the Balkans should be turned into a zone of peace and 
cooperation, without nuclear weapons and foreign military bases, and is 
strenuously striving towards this end. We hold that similar zones should 
be created in the north and centre of Europe and in many other regions of 
the world. 

We are also deeply concerned about the worsening of the conflicts in 
various parts of the world and believe resolutely in the settlement of all 
interstate disputes only by means of negotiations. We strongly believe that 
for the political settlement of the Middle East problem an international 
conference should be convened under the auspices of the UN and with the 
participation of all countries who are concerned including the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. We consider that the war between Iran and Iraq 
should be terminated without delay, that military action in the Gulf region 
be discontinued forthwith and that negotiations should be held for the 
peaceful solution of the quarrel between these two countries. 

Romania is particularly concerned over the questions related to the 
overcoming of the difficult situation brought about by the world recession 
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which affects virtually all nations. The conditions of the developing 
countries are becoming more desperate and the differences between the 
rich and poor nations are growing wider. The so-called north-south 
negotiations between the developed and developing countries have so far 
produced no result. On the contrary, the high interest rate policy of the 
United States increases the burden of the developing countries. As a 
consequence they are now in debt to the extent of nearly 800,000 million 
dollars. As the recent London conference of 7 Western industrial states 
shows, the developed capitalist countries fail to understand that they 
should reach a substantial agreement to solve this very complex problem. 
Taking this grave situation into consideration, Romania thinks that the 
debt problem of the developing countries should be settled by a new, 
comprehensive method, not by the selective method. Romania holds the 
view that it is necessary to write off the debts of the poorest countries, to 
cut the debts of other countries very drastically and to make a long-term 
rescheduling of the debts, either free of interest or at a token interest rate 
and to grant new credits to the developing countries for their economic 
development. 

We are in favour of the strengthening of the solidarity and unity of 
action of the developing countries, in favour of a closer collaboration so as 
to set a joint strategy for the talks with the developed countries, so that an 
equitable solution can be found to the questions of underdevelopment and 
that a better and more just world economic order can be established. 

We think that irrespective of their differences in size and social 
systems, all countries, minor, developing and non-aligned, which have 
direct interests in sovereignty and the policy of cooperation and peace, 
should equally take part in the solution of the complex and grave 
problems with which our era is now confronted. 

As it has done until now, Romania would give pride of place to 
developing her relations with the socialist countries, with her neighbours, 
and in this context, with the Soviet Union. We consider that the 
strengthening of unity, solidarity and cooperation among the socialist 
countries and the overcoming of differences of views still existing among 
some of them are important factors in increasing the influence of socialism 
and raising its position in the international arena, so intensifying the 
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struggle of all the progressive forces aspiring to social progress, cooper- 
ation and peace. 

Romania will also determinedly strive to strengthen collaboration 
and solidarity with developing and non-aligned countries, to expand 
relations with the developed capitalist countries regardless of social 
systems, in fact, with all the states in the world. We put on the basis of all 
these relations complete equality, non-interference in each other’s internal 
affairs, national sovereignty, independence, mutual benefit, the principle 
of respecting the right of the people of each country to promote national 
socio-economic development and carve out their destinies without any 
outside interference. 

We will campaign in the future for development of collaboration and 
solidarity with the Communist and Workers’ Parties, with the Socialist 
and Social-Democratic Parties, with other parties and democratic, 
progressive and anti-imperialist forces in the struggle for assertion of the 
policy of independence, disarmament and detente, social progress and 
peace throughout the world. 

We are convinced that if all peoples and peaceloving forces fight in 
unity, they can save the dangerous situation, ensure the relaxation of 
tensions and the policy of cooperation, prevent the reinforcement of 
nuclear armament and guarantee the sovereignty and progress of all 
nations and world peace. 

In conclusion, I express once again the conviction that the visit of our 
Korean friends to our country will mark a particular point in strengthen- 
ing the friendship and many-sided cooperation between the two Parties 
and two peoples in the interests of the two peoples and in favour of the 
cause of socialism, worldwide progress and peace. 

When you return home I wish you, Comrade Kim II Sung, to 
convey the warmest feelings of friendship and solidarity we Romanian 
communists and all her people cherish towards the Korean communists 
and friendly Korean people and convey our wishes for new, greater 
successes in their struggle for socialist construction, the promotion of well- 
being, happiness, Korea’s peaceful reunification and the strengthening of 
sovereignty. 

Long live the fraternal friendship and cooperation between the 
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Romanian Communist Party and the Workers’ Party of Korea, between 
the Romanian Socialist Republic and the Democratic People’s Republic 
of Korea and between the Romanian and Korean peoples! 

Long live the everlasting cooperation between the socialist countries, 
the revolutionary, democratic and progressive forces in the struggle for 
national independence, social progress and world peace!
